Physical Characteristics of Old Age. 
Youth's Companion. 


The whole of life may be divided into three 


periods—that of growth, maturity and decay. 


The first is characterized by changes in sub- 


stances, size, form, powers and susceptibilities- 


The second is churocterizecl by fixedness. 


Food no longer goes to growth, but simply 
makes good what the system wastes in its 
working. It is the period of tabor, enterprise 
and intellectual mastership over nature. 


The third—say from sixty onward—is the 


opposite of the first, and would be of the sec- 
ond, were we not able to carry along our ac- 
cumulated treasures of experience, knowledge, 
habits and mnch of the! momentum gained in 
our-best years. At the best, however, it is one 
of increasing decay. 
Two facts; "atrophy"—wasting from lack of 
nourishment—and "degeneration"—change of 
muscular fibre into fat or lime—explain this 
decay in the main. The food may be enough, 
but tte power to get rid of the w&ste of tha 
system, and to replace it with good nerve, 
muscle, membranes, heat and strength is 
lessened. Hence there is universal shrinkage, 
whteh is not confined to the muscles, but ex- 
tends to the brain, spinal cord, nerve trunks, 
lungs, liver, and in a still greater degree, to 
the spleen aud lymphatic glands. 
The heart and kidneys—by a wise provision 


of nature—retain their normal size, the first 
oven generally becoming larger. The vacuum 
around the 
shrivelled brain 
and lungs 


is filled with a watery fluid from the 
blood. The Itrngs are drawn toward the back- 
bone, and the chest proportionately falls in. 
Their surface is quite uneven. Their power 
to throw o« carbonic acid yearly decreases bo- 
coming from one-fourth to one-half less. This 
is largely due to the weaker and shallower 


The veins lose mnoh of their elasticity, and 


their walls—especially in the lower half of 
the bodv—increase iu size and thickness. The 
blood is" less in quantity, more fluid and coag- 
ulates more readily. The pulse is slow, hard 
audwirv. The heart-beat is more irregular. 
The abo'vo are some of the characteristics of 
normal old age.

he could lick him any time, and presenting 
bii fane to Williams dared him to slap it. 
Williams drew his revolver at that, and. 
with Wallace Handing no further than two 
feet, fired, the ball hitting him, »t which 
he turned and ran out of the saloon. Jack 
Wallace, on seeing that his son WHS shot, 
itarted toward? Williams, saying, "G—d 
d—n you! 


YOU HAVB SHOT MY BOY,' 


but before he could reach Williams lie.too, 
was shot, but held up until he reached and 
grappled with him,when Williams fired;two 
more shots and Wallace fell to the floor ttud 
expired In about fifteen minutes. 
All 


three of the shots took effect. 
The balls 


were all extracted, and tho wounds of both 
men 
pronounced 
fatal. 
The 
younger 
Wallace 
Avas 
taken 
to 


his boarding-bouse, where he now lies in 
an unconscious condition. The ball entered 
hiv body Just above tha public arch In the 
median line, and pulsed through the blad- 
der. The physicians say hi cannot possibly 
recover. Williams did not attempt to es- 
cape yesterday, but remained In town until 
morning, wh»n he was arrested, and Is now 
in Jail, fle will stand a preliminary exam- 
ination to-day. 
Public feeling !•• against 


Williams, for he is generally regarded as u 
desperate man, and dangerous, too. Al- 
though only about 86 years of age, he has, 
been in a number of bad screpes. Wallace 
and his son were ordinarily goed citizens, 
and were respected, notwithstanding they 
both dissipated more or less.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 30.— It 
has been reported that the fugitive Ameri- 
can whisky could not be 
exported to 
Canada under the requirements of the law 
except hv ve~>eel, »s It was" understood by 
the di.tiliers. The law dees require the 
oath of the captain and mats of tjie bp»t to 
the manifest, but the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Bevenue haft ruled that the oiouing 
of a ferry, an at Buffalo- or- Detroit,-ima 
lufflcient fulfilment of the law, even where 
ths train run on the boat without being un- 
loaded. Should the whisky b» taken to 
Canada, therefore, M it is thought now it 
will be, it can be taken by auy route except 
by the suspension bridge. 
The Secretary of State has authorized 


Minister West to say to the Canadian au- 
thorities that this Government has no ob- 
jection to luch change of the Canadian cus- 
tomi regulations as will admit of the im- 
portation of bonded whisky into Canada 
from the United State* in packages of less 
than 100 gallons. It now remains for the 
Canadian Parliament to decide whether 
>uch modification of their regulations shall 
be made. 


AMERICAN WHISKIES. 


OTTAWA, March 30.— The Secretary of 
the National Wine and Spirit aisociition of 
the United States Is still in the city await- 
ing the decision of the Government in the 
case of Kentucky distillers, who want the 
existing regulations BO modified that dis- 
tilled spirits can be exported from the 
United States to Canada iu bond.

The wit- 
ness walked into court with a short 
clay pipe in her month, and stepping 
npiafrontof his honor remarked: 


"Now, ain't you ashamed of your- 


self, Judge, to make a poor old bed- 
ridden body like me come here, while 
you are a great big strapping man 
that conld have walked up to my 
home just as easy as not. 
Now, if 


you've got anything for me to do, 
just spit it out, for my old man's 
ailing powerful to-day." 


Jadge Cobb explained that he 


would not detain the lady long, and 
askod if she knew the prisoner, point- 
ing to n negro man. 


"Well, I should think I did," was 


her reply, "for didn't I raise him? 
and he b'longs to me this minit. I've 
got his name and age sot down in 
my Bible, and I do hope that you 
will fix it up so as I can put him to 
work again.
